Proclamation of the Governor. 

The President's call lor 300,000 volunteers, 
to serve three years or during the war, to fill 
up the old regiments, makes the allotment to 
Kentucky of 12,000 to be raised. 

This call must be met, either by volun- 
teers, or by draft, at an early day. The oth 
of January is set by the President as the 
time of ordering the draft. This will 
give time for Congress to repeal the $300 ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers will receive the liberal bounty 
and increased pay offered by the Govern- 
ment; the conscript will not. Volunteers 
select their own company and regiment — 
the couscripl will be assigned without re- 
gard to his wishes. The volunteer will be 
honored by his companions in arms and by 
his country — the conscript will not. 

Recruiting officers will be detailed from the 
various regiments and assigned their recruit- 
ing posts by the Adjutant General. The 
proportion due from each connty, to equalize 
the service from the commencement of the 
war, will be made known by the Adjutant 
General, and notice thereof given. Each 
county will be required to furnish its allot- 
ment either in volunteers or conscripts. 

Recruiting for the twelve months service 
will cease with the authorities heretofore 
given, so soon as the regiments forming are 
filled. 

Let no man say he would volunteer if it 
were for defense of the State or to serve in 
the State. Facta answer such declarations. 
For months you have been called on for 
such service, and failed to respond. This 
service is now closed to you. 

Kentucky now is, nnd must continue to be, 
exposed so long as there are rebel armies in 
the field. Guerrilla raids will cease when the 
rebel armies are broken up. The only se- 
curity to your State against invasions and 
raids, is the destruction of the rebel armies 
Were our old regiments lull even to the 
minimum, the days of rebellion would be 
numbered, and but few The true defense of 
your State therefore is by filling the old reg- 
iments now in the field. This will give a 
crushing force, which must soon sweep the 
rebel armies from the field. 

It's better for you, and for the service that 
you enlist in the old regiments. It secures 
you from much of the dangers of camp and 
field, and greatly increases your efficiency 
as a soldier. These regiments are now his- 
toric. They are ennobled by deeds of brave 
suffering and lofty heroism. Their banner9 
bear inscriptions of living memories. By 
volunteering you will become a sharer in 
in those living memories and historic glories. 
If you would preserve the honorable name 
of you county, volunteer. If you would 
not humiliate your noble companions in 
arms, volunteer. If you would save your 
homes and State from desolation, and your 
county from ruin volunteer. If you would not 
shame the memory of your fathers, volunteer 
Remember that Kentucky has never waited 
for a dralt. Kentucky patriotism is not 
constrained, but is the voluntary homage 
of loyalty to the Government of our fathers. 
It is the inner voice of love to our free in- 
stitutions, which voluntarily responds to the 
call (or defense of the priceless heritage. 
Frame no excuses — the call admits of none. 
Kentucky will meet her allotment. It is 
noble to meet it voluntarily. Look to the 
honor of your respective counties — for equali- 
ty will be enforced. 

The defense of your homes, of your 
State, your Government, your liberties ; the 
vindication of your honor, ths veneration 
for the memories of your fathers ; all the 
cherished hopes of the future, urge you to a 
prompt, voluntary response to this call to 
duty. Kentuckians, who will hesitate 7 
We shall see.

LATEST NEWS. 



Washington, Dec. 10. 
The following is a synopsis of the report 
of the Secretary of the Treasury : 

In submitting to the consideration of Con • 
press the report of the state of the finances, 
the Secretary of the Treasury has much 
satisfaction in being able lo say in general 
that the operations of the Department have 
leeri attended, during the last fiscal year, by 
a greater measure of success than he ventur- 
ed to anticipate at the beginning. Notwith- 
standing the aid afforded by the additional 
issue of United States notes under the joint 
resolution of January, the Secretary hail 
found it impossible to prevent the gradual 
increase, during the session of Congress, in 
the amount of unpaid requisitions. Those 
which were unsatisfied at the beginning ol 
the session were indeed discharged, and 
large sums were applied to new demands 
or current disbursements remaining necessari- 
ly unpaid, wliich increased steadily, notwith- 
standing all efforts to prevent it, until it 
reached, at the close of the session, the sum 
of $72,171,180. The loan act and the na- 
tional banking act were followed by an im- 
mediate revival ol the public credit. 

Success quite beyond anticipation crown- 
ed the efforts of the Secretary in distribut- 
ing the 5 20 loan in all parts of the coun- 
try, as well as every other measures adopted 
by him for replenishing the Treasury. The 
result was, thai, within two months after 
the adjournment of Congress, the whole 
mass of suspended requisitions had been 
paid, all current demands promptly settled, 
and lull provision made lor the pay of the 
army and navy during the remainder of the 
fiscal year. 

No embarrassments atlended the adminis 
(ration of the finance, except those which 
are inseparable from the vast expenditures 
Notwithstanding these expenditures, it is 
ratifying to be able to state that, during 
The last year the total disbursements did not 
greatly exceed, while the increase ol the pub 
lie" debt did not equal, the estimates submit- 
ted to Congress by the Secretary at the lust 
session. 

Thus, while it was then estimated that the 
public debt on the 3<)lh of June, 1803, would 
reach the sum ol §1,122,297,403, its actual 
amount on that day was$l. 008.703,181 ; and 
while the disbursements for the year were 
estimated at $003,340,321, the real total was 
$714, "00,905. While the receipts from other 
ordinary sources ol revenue thus closely cor- 
respond with the estimates, or largely exceed 
them, the receipts from internal revenue 
have alone disappointed my expectation. 
Experience has demonstrated its error. The 
estimate was $S.">, 450.303, while the actual 
receipts were $37,040,787. A part of the de- 
ficiency may be attributed to the imperfect 
execution of the law, and part to the change 
made in it by Congress after the estimate 
was made, but it is not probable, as neither 
cause operated to reduce the receipts thai 
the revenue from tlris Bource would have ex 
ceeded half the estimated amount, it is clear 
that the law, unless materially altered, will 
not produce the revenue expected from it. 

The following it the Secretary's estimate 
of the receipts and expenditures for the next 
year: Estimated balftnce loJune 1st, 1^04, 
$5,S30,539, from customs $70,000,000, from 
internal revenue $125,000,000, from loans 
$1,000,000, from miscellaneous source $5,- 
000,000, making an estimated aggregate ol 
receipts of $200,838,530. He estimates the 
real expenditures for the year at $751,815,- 
588, from which deduct the estimated re- 
ceipts from the ordinary sources as before 
stated, $200,838,539, leaving to be provided 
by loau, $544,978,548. The sum to be pro- 
vided represents the increase of debt during 
the year, and assumes, therelore, the correct- 
ness of the estimates which put the debt to 
July 1, 1804, at $108,095,641. It will result 
form these estimates that the whole debt 
will have reached, on the 30th of June, 1805, 
the sum of $2,231,935,180. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
recommends an increase of the tax on bank 
note circulation to 2 2-5 per cent ; an increase 
of the duty on distilled spirits to sixty cents 
per gallon ; on tobacco to twenty cents per 
pound on leaf, and Irom live to twelve cents, 
according to quality, on manufactured to- 
bacco; ten cents per gallon on crude petro 
leum ; two cents per pound on cottton ; the 
repeal of the tobacco and petroleum draw- 
backs, and other changes of the iuternal 
laws to augment the receipts. 

The enactment of such laws will secure 
an increase of the internal revenue to the 
amount originally estimated of $150,000,000 
a year, required by the strongest considera 
lions of public policy. Hitherto the expen- 
ses of the War have been defrayed by loans 
to an extent which nothing but the expecta 
lion of its speedy termination could fully 
warrant. It will not escape observation 
that the average rate of interest is now in- 
creasing, and it is obvious that it must con- 
tinue to increase with the increase of the 
proportion of the interest-bearing lo the 
non interest-hearing debt; as the amount of 
the latter, consisting of United Slates notes 
and fractional currency, cannot be material- 
ly augmented without evil consequences, of 
the most serious character, the rate of inter- 



est must increase with the debt, and ap- 
proach continually the highest average, that 
must be greater or less in proportion to the 
duration and cost of the war. 

To subscription lor the remaining 5.20s 
and deposits for the temporary loans, there- 
fore, must be directed all reasonable expec- 
tation of means for the service ol the cur- 
rent year, except from negotations under tbe 
act of the last session. The sums to be 
looked for Irom these two sources have 
already been stated, and amount to $120,- 
059,600. If this aggregate be deducted from 
the amount to be provided by loan9 for the 
last seven months of the current year, al- 
ready shown to be $352,220,539, there will 
remain the sum of $220,156,999 to be provi- 
ded by negotiation under act of last session, 
and, under some like act, must be provided i 
in like manner. If the continuance of the 
war shall make it necessary, the sum of 
$544,978,548 is estimated as likely to be re- 
quired from the loans for the fiscal year 1S65. 
The act of last session authorized the loans 
supposed to be required for the fiscal years 
1803 and 1864, and ol the ajnotint required 
for the service of these two years to the 1st 
of December, now current, "of $150,000,000 
in United States notes and $50,000,000 by 
a loan lor two years' five per cent Treasury 
notes, have already been provided under 
that legislation. 

The act is so well conceived and expressed, 
that little other legislation for ttie loans of 
1864 and 1865 will be required than the ap 
plication to those years of its leading provis- 
ions. It will doubtless be thought expedient 
this session to authorize the borrowing, in 
some form, of $300,000,000 for the'eurrent 
and $600,000,000 for the next fiscal year. 
Indeed, the only modifications of the act 
necessary to adapt it to the requirements 
of the current and coming year seem to be 
just to ascertain, from time to time, the 
amounts destroyed or lost, and lo replace 
them by new issues. 

In a former report, the Secretary placed 
the limit to which the loan in the form ol 
certificates of indebtedness could be carried 
at $100,000,000. Experience has shown that 
it can be carried to $150,000,000 and that 
its natural limit is about that sum. On the 
first due the amount of these certificates 
was $145,720,000, and it would be unsafe, 
therefore, to rely on any substantial increase 
of loan in that form. The amount prescrib- 
ed by law for the isMte of United Slates 
notes has been reached, and the Secretary 
thinks it clearly inexpedient to increase the 
amount, sufficient circulation having been 
already provided. The Government must 
now borrow like any other employer, tempo- 
rarily requiring more than the income will 
supply, and rely for the credit which will se 
cure advantageous loans upon ^good faith, 
industrial activity, accumulated, though noi 
immediately available capital, satisfactory 
provision for punctual payment of accruing 
interest, and ultimate reimbursement of 
principal. 

Second, The repeal of the existine limita- 
tion of the deposit loan to $100,000,000, and 
the substitution of a provision for a reserve 
equal in amount to half the deposit? Third, 
The permission of negotation of loans re- 
deemable at pleasure after a lime fixed, not 
more remote than forty years, and the omis- 
sion, perhaps, of the clause taxing circula- 
tion and deposits as being more appropriate 
to an interval revenue bill. It is hoped the 
other provisions of the last may be retained 
in the new loan act. 

Under such legislation, the Secretary en- 
tertains little doubt ol being nble lo obtain 
whatever funds will be needed through loans 
at reasonable rates of interest for bonds or 
Treasury notes. For a want ol this confi- 
dence, however, he relies much on the sup- 
port lo be given to the public credil by the 
national banking system and by nationaliza 
lion of the currency. There is, as be thinks, 
no possibility ol a permanently successful 
administration of the finances under circum- 
stances involving the creation of large debts, 
unless loans can be effected on a medium ol 
general and equal credit throughout the 
country, and not liable to variation in quan- 
tity or value, except under the operation of 
national legislation and the general laws of 
trade. 

The Secretary asks the special attention 
of Congress to the proposition of a uniform 
rate of interest, and the repeal of the section 
which connects the issues of the national 
currency in any degree with State banks. 
Tht Secretary atso recommends that a pro- 
vision to be made by law, for the deposit 
with the national banks, nnd also with the 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer at such 
rates of interest and for such periods of time 
as the Secretary may prescribe, Of moneys 
paid into or invested under the orders of the 
Judicial Courts. 

It is not impossible that many millions 
would be placed in the Treasury at moder- 
ate r.iles of interest. The Secretary refers 
lo Congress the question whether the duly 
on national currency and the deposits of na- 
tional hanking associations shall cones- 
pond with the duties. 

On other circulation and deposits he 
thinks, for the present at least, some discrim- 
ination in favor of the national association 
may be properly admitted, in consideration 
of the indispensable importance of a na- 
tional currency not adapted only, like United 
States notes, to temporary exchange, but per- 
manent in its very nature, and quite equal 
to all demands of business, aud capable, at 
no distant period, ol being made equal to 
and convertible into coin, and therefore its 
real representative nnd equivalent.

JESSTThe Abolition idea oi ru-construclion, 
put forward by Charles Sumner, admits too 
much for the Union men ol tliis country, 
wlio have opposed the principles of seces- 
sion, ever to accede to. It admits the de- 
struction of the Union — it admits that a 
lawless combination call, at any time, if 
strong enough to inaugurate a rebellion 
break up this Union — destroy the whole 
theory upon which this Government is based 
and overturn State Governments. It admit? 
the whole claim of secession, except its ac- 
tual success. 

The loyal portion of the people of the 
United Stales, do not, and never will, believe 
in the right ot nnv Stale or States, or com- 
bination of individuals, to dissolve this 
Union — never will admit that any people, or 
part of the people of any- State, can take a 
Slate out of the Union. 

If Sumner's plan of reconstruction pre- 
vails, it acknowledges the accomplishment 
of a revolution, and the only safety there 
would be, lies in the fact that, in the winding 
up, the successful party — in this instance the 
loyal people — have a controlling influence 
in the formation of the new system. It not 
only does this, but in order to create an ap 
parent necessity for a resort to such a plan, 
must first destroy the Government by i::- 
norinsr its fundamental principles- — mike a 
wreck of nil the land-marks established by 
our fathers — in order to open the way for the 
new system. 

By reference to congressional debates, we 
find that in the years 185.1-4-5, the leading 
A bolition statesmen in Congress, Sumner, 
Wade, Wilson, and Others stood side'bv side 
with the Jell' D.ivis parly in the advocacy 
and vindication of the wisdom and policy 
ol the resolutions of '93-'9, as recognizing 
the doctrine of States' Rights. In some ol 
these debates, these gentlemen chimed, 
among other things, the right of the Siate, 
and, in some' instances, lis duty, to resist the 
Federal Government. 

Apparently wide apart, these extremes 
meet very often. And if this doctrine of 
reconstruction prevails and is accomplished, 
the rebel lenders can, with some plausibili- 
ty, claim, that, though they ljse the spoils 
of their treason, they, at least, succeeded in 
breaking up what they, in their infamous 
plot lings, styled this "accursed Union." 

The doctrine of reconstruction is predica- 
ted upon the idea that our Union is dissolved 
— our Government broken and destroyed 
The loyal people of the Union believe that 
the Government is complete — not broken — 
not destroyed, and by the blessing of God, it 
will be preserved. 

'^No reconstruction is necessary," said Gov 
crnor Bramlette in his inaugural address, 
and in this sentiment all conservative men 
agree. . * 

With equal clearness does the Governor 
strike at the mischievous doctrine of recon 
strnction, in his recent message. 

Upon this subject, among other things, he 
holds the following language 

Southern ambition strikes at the national 
sovereignty of the people, ami Northern fa- 
naticism at the sovereignty which, by na- 
tional-fiat, is reserved to thern vitbin the 
States. Each would form a new and differ 
ent goverftment. Tlte truly loyal man is Strug 
gling to maintain a government — not to make 
one. The government we have is better than 
any which lias ever preceded it, and superior 
to any suggested by revolutionists. The se- 
cessionists, who would destroy the govern- 
ment by force, and the fanatic who would 
destroy by innovation, are alike the enemies 
of our government. The soldier who bares 
his bosom to the storm of war, does so un- 
der the conviction that he fights to maintain 
the government which blessed his fathers and 
sheltered his youth. The rebel fights to break 
up ihe government. The purpose of the fa- 
natic is the same as the rebel — to make a 
new, a different government than the one 
for which our fathers toiled and bled, and 
to maintain which our own brave son now 
offer up their lives a willing and glorious 
sacrifice. Each is the common enemy ol 
those who adhere to the Constitutional 
Union, formed by the wise men of the revo- 
lution. 



General Thomas I,. Crittenden. 

The preamble and resolution offered in 
the House, on the lUih instant, by Col. P. B 
Hawkins, requesting the President to grant 
a court for the investigation of the military 
cbtrduct of Major General Crittenden, we 
hope will be adopted. The terms in which 
the preamble speaks of the character ami 
brilliant services of General C. are eminently 
just, and are but a truthful expression of the 
feelings of the people ol Kentucky, who have 
watched, with a just pride, his successful 
career. Col. IIawkin«, who offered the reso- 
lution, is a soldier— one of the most accom- 
plished officers that has represented Ken- 
tucky in this war — has had abundant oppor- 
tunity for observation, in the camp and upon 
the battle-field, and he does but simple justice 
in the noble tribute which he pays to an old 
companion in arms. In fit terms he places 
Thomas L. Crittenden prominent among the 
list of our living worthies : 

"His unshadowed patriotism, his modesty, 
and his courage have been signalized from 
the beginning of this rebellion; while his 
fitness tor military command, and his daunt- 
less courage were conspicuous and eminently 
recognized at Shiloh, Stone river, and many 
other battle-fields." 

We hope the resolution will pass, and 
that the President will yield to what we be- 
lieve to be the wish of all the people of the 
State, by affording an opportunity to vindi- 
cate the name ol this meritorious officer from 
the cruel imputations which have been made 
against him.

THE PRESIDENTS messauk. 

The first reception of the President's Mes- 
srige Mifqllfte favorable. As they began to 
scan it more closely the radical wing of the 
Administration party became more cautious 
in their praise. 

It is regarded as decidedly settling Mont- 
gomery Blair's claim to have spoken for the 
President in his Kockville speech. Never- 
theless Blair is said to express satisfaction 
with it. 

It does not indorse Sumner's views on re- 
construction, yet, the friends of the latter, 
claim that it substantially includes and era- 
bodies them. 

The pivotal point of the whole Message 
is the idea that absolute complete emanci- 
pation, will at length be the basis of recon- 
struction. The proclamation is, in itself, 
supposed to be of little avail without impor- 
tant Congressional legislation. If Congress 
takes up the question at all, therefore, the 
subject of reconstruction must form a large 
element in this winter's debates, notwith- 
standing the efforts which have been made 
to stave it off'. It is now seen, while Secre- 
tary Chase's Mozart Hall speech did not ex- 
actly indicate Mr. Lincoln's views, it came 
nearer to foreshadowing his policy than any 
other utterance either from a member of the 
Cabinet or others. Mr. Lincoln's friends 
claim that the Message will prove one ol the 
mqst popular Slate papers ever penned. The 
Democrats, on the other hand, call ii a cun- 
ning trap, smacking rather of the attorney 
than the statesman, and deny that it origi- 
nated with him besides. The intense radi 
cais express something of the same opinion, 
in saying that it owes its apparent popularity 
lo its avoidance of the points on which he 
knew anything he would say would arouse 
differences among his supporters.

The Escape ok Morgan's Men from Camp 
Douglas, Chicago. — We have heretofore 
noticed the escape of forty of the Morgan 
prisoners from Camp Douglas, Chicago. We 
have the following particularsof their escape 
and the subsequent arrest of most of them. 
The means of their escape was traced to 
the northeast corner of a small room in the 
barracks No. 3. The room is about eight 
feet square, and contains a cooking stove, 
bunk, Aic. The bunk was covered with 
straw, and was elevated about one foot Ironi 
the floor. The straw had been thrown back, 
and two or three of the boards removed 
from the bottom of the bunk — which gave 
them access to the floor, through which 
they cut an opening sufficiently large to 
allow triem to commence operations in the 
ground. A hole Irom four to six feet in 
depth was then dug, which was large enough 
in circumference to allow a man to work with 
ease. 

From this excavation the prisoners con- 
structed a tuDnel four feet below the surface 
ol the ground, and so large that they could 
pass along its extent witlrout hindernnce. 
Their point of egress was fifty seven feet and 
three inches distant from the room where 
their labors commenced, and was just out- 
side the fence which encloses the camp. 
They seemed to have calculated the distance 
with mathematical precision, while their 
work was conducted with the utmost se- 
cresy and caution. The ground above the 
line of the tunnel did not afford the least 
evidence of what was going on below. The 
earth which the prisoners had to remove 
was carried back and carefully concealed 
beneath the kitchen under which they had 
to pass. 

Immediately on the discovery of the es- 
capade, measures were set on foot to recap- 
ture the fugitives. Out of about forty who 
thus eluded the vigilance of the guards, 
about thirty had been taken up to Friday 
evening. Some of them were captured at 
the Briggs House, some at the Matteson 
House, and others at the Warren House, 
and some also at the various railway depots 
in Chicago. Those captured at the various 
hotels were smart-looking young men. They 
were cleanly and neatly clothed, and ap- 
peared to be in good spirits and to bear their 
confinement at the armory, where they were 
sent, with cheerfulness. They all belonged 
to Morgan's cavalry. Their names are 
Oliver C Gibson, Wm. Ross, James T. 
Smith, B. Rogers, W. U. English, G. A. De- 



j Jong, and Bate Westington. They were sub- 
sequently transferred lo Camp Douglas. 
A telegraph dispatch was received from 

.Calumet, Ind., that more of the escaped 
prisoners had been overtaken at that piace. 

| Most of those who were retaken in Chicago 
liad exchanged their old clothing for suits 
of gray outer garments and clean white 
shirts. Thirty in all were recaptured. 

Louisville, Dec. 5, 1803. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

Gentlemen : I am on my way into Indi- 
ana, from the front direct, for the purpose of 
distributing the money belonging to the men 
of my regiment, to their families in Indiana. 
I intended, in justice to Brig. Gen. Whita- 
ker, who is your friend, to send you an 
article describing the part he toqk in storm- 
ing and taking Lookout Mountain ; but, as 
the cars arrived late this evening, and I 
have to go to Madison in the 12 o'clock boat 
to morrow, I have not time to do this. I 
will, therefore, give you a few rough notes. 
I know you will cheerfully publish them in 
your love for the principle of "Honor to 
whom honor is due." Gen. Whitaker is a 
man of a more than ordinary title to the 
name of "hero," as his action in taking the 
"key to the rebel position" — Lookout Moun- 
tain — leaves beyond doubt. His brigade, 
consisting of eight regiments, was stationed 
at Shellmound, Tenn., 21 miles from Chat- 
tannooga. The following officers are on his 
staff":

He received marching orders on the even- 
ing of November 22d, and early on the 23d 
he took up his line of march toward Look- 
out On the morning of ihe2tlh he crossed 
Lookout creek, about four miles from the 
point of the mountain. Leaving two regi- 
ments to guard Shellmound, he took six 
with him ; the 8th Kentucky, Col. Sid. M. 
Rarnes; %lh Illinois, Col T E Champion; 
35th Indiana, Col. B. F. Mulleti ; 40th Ohio. 

Col. Tavlor; 51st Ohio, Lieut. Col. 

C. H. Wood; 99th Ohio, Lieut. Col. Cum- 
mings. After crossing the creek the brigade, 
led by its gallant chief, marched directly up 
the mountain to Ihe very crest, Then, with 
its right resting almost on the lop of Look- 
out, and its left toward the creek at the foot 
of the mountain, it advanced in line of bat- 
tle toward the point ol the mountain where 
the rebels were strongly entrenched. One 
division ol the 12th corps (General Geary's) 
formed on the lett, nnd continued the line 
to Lookout creek. Thus all advanced a 
short distance when the firing commenced, 
but quite scattered, as our men were ordered 
lo carry fixed bayonets and reserve their fire. 
The rebel sharpshooters were placed behind 
the large rod; w hich studded the side of the 
mountain, and they, with those in the rifle- 
pits, being thus ilanked, fled in contusion 
before our advancing column. As the 
ground was impassable for horses, all offi- 
cers were dismounted. Gen. Whitaker 
climbed the rocks and advanced before his 
brigade, hurrying his men alter the flying 
rebels, who made a desperate stand at the 
point of the mountain where our forces 
had gathered them. The scene at this 
place was terrific beyond description. 
At a distance the tight appeared to be in the 
clouds, as the mountain was shrouded with 
a thick fog, which was most providential lor 
our men. For were it not for the fog, the 
rebel sharp shooters would have shot down 
every officer as they advanced. At dark 
the point was clear of rebels, and at day- 
light-next morning a Captain of the 8lh 
Kentucky volunteers (I did not learn his 
name) planted the stars and stripes on the 
very top of the mountain. So Cen. Whit- 
aker' s brigade has ihe honor of placing the 
national banner on the top of this rebel 
stronghold. And for this Gen. Whitaker 
has not yet received the credit. Your hum- 
ble servant was an eye-witness of these facts. 
General Whitaker had previously made ap- 
plication to storm the mountain. All other 
facts you have.

Brilliant Yicror.T at Kingston — We 
learn from Capt. John Tenant, of the Twen- 
ty fifth Michigin regiment, who has just 
arrived from Kingston, Tennessee, that part 
ol the brigade, under Col. Mott. garrisoning 
that place, were engaged by Wheeler s force, 
six thousand strong, on the 2 lib of Nov., 
and were repulsed handsomely with a heavy 
loss. The fight continued without internals 
sion for seven hours, and *vas participated 
in on our eide by the Sixteenth Kentucky, 
Twenty-fifth Michigan, and six companies 
of the Second Tennessee cavalry. Artillery 
was brought into action on both sides, and 
the shells of the enemy were thrown into 
the town. The battle was desperate, and 
the rebels only yielded after a fearful slaught- 
er. The casualties on our side were compar- 
atively slight. The brigade of Col. Mott 
numbers 2,700, but only the above mention- 
ed regiments were engaged, the others being 
posted in the rear of the town, to prevent 
the enemy's flanking them. The town of 
Kingston is situated on the Tennessee River, 
about forty miles west of Knoxville. Skir- 
mishing was kept up for five or six day? 
previous to the battle. The rebels had all 
disappeared before our informant left. This, 
we believe, is the first intelligence received 
of this battle Col. Bird, of the First Ten- 
nessee, is in command of the Post, and his 
gallantry in the battle was highly commend- 
able. The entire brigade acted nobly.

The Conklaoiiation at Paris. — The tele- 
graph has already mentioned the fact that a 
very destructive lire occurred at Paris on 
Tuesday forenoon. We learn that it broke 
out in the bakery and coufectionery store of 
John Gnaidenger, at about half-past ten 
o'clock, spreading rapidly, and involving all 
the buildings on Main street fronting the 
square, except two ou the upper corner. The 
buildings burned were occupied as follows: 
A. Lee, stove and tin store; Newhoff's toy 
and variety store; Lazarus Price's clothing 
store; L. Check's stove and tin store; Hol- 
lander's boot and shoe store; John Gnaiden- 
ger's bakery and confectionery; John T. 
Hinton's variety store; a large frame build- 
ing occupied as a commissary warehouse; 
Bernard Doyle's grocery; Beaslet & Jahel's 
blacksmith shop, and all the buildings in the 
rear of those mentioned. The upper stories 
of the buildings burned were mostly occu- 
pied by families. Carpenter's photograph 
galLery was over Lee's store, and suffered 
the general fate. The loss is estimated at 
from $30,000 to $40,000, with not over $300 
or $100 insurance on the whole amount.

The President of the United States having 
issued a call for 300,000 volunteers, the quo- 
ta assigned to Kentucky amounts to l'J.701. 
This number should be raised by volunteering 
for which time is given until the fifth day of 
January next. Should the enlistments not 
amount to the required number by that dn v a 
draft will be enforced to make up the deficit. 

The accompanying list shows' the exact 
number each County will be required to 
furnish. Many of these sub-districts have 
already exceeded their proportions, and con- 
sequently no assignment is now made them. 
The enlistments will be entirely (or those 
Regiments now in the field, nnd for the space 
of three years or during the war. A premi- 
um of $15 for each new recruit, or $2j for 
each "Veteran," will be paid the party pro- 
ducing him. as soon ns the recruit reaches 
the place of general rendezvous. Bounties' 
of $302 to new recruits, and of $402 to those 
who have served at least nine months, will 
be paid in convenient installments, the first 
of which amounting, with advance pay, to 
$75, will be given the recruit on his arrital 
nt the camp of general rendezvous at Louis- 
ville, and before his departure to the field. 
An earlier expiration of the war will still 
leave the recruit entitled to his full bounty. 

Details from every Company in the service 
will act as Recruiting Agents in the various 
sub districts. Entire harmony of action 
exists between Maj. Sidell, TJ. S. A., acting 
Assistant Provost Marshal General for Ken- 
tucky at Louisville, his District Provost 
Marshals, arid the State authorities. 

It behooves every man in Kentucky to la- 
bor for the accomplishment ot this common 
good, to assist in enlisting recruits sufficient 
to obviate the draft, which is sure to follow 
if we are delinquent in this duty. Let every 
one lend himself to this patriotic purpose — 
let every neighborhood respond in the most 
triumphant manner lo this great moral and 
physical obligation. Let every County de- 
termine to be among the first lo satisfy EhTn 
demand of justice, equality and law. Thos< 
noble districts which have made records sc 
proud as to exempt t hem from the require- 
ments of this order, may write their history 
in still brighter colors by continuing their 
contributions to our ranks. 

Let it be remembered thai, in some manner, 
our quota must be raised — that volunteers re- 
ceive large bounties and dratted n\en receive 
none — that for every new recruit returned to 
the Provost Marshal $15, and for every one 
who has served nine months $25 will be pnid 
the party producing him; that to the fifth of 
January, 1S04, only is given the privilege ol 
lilling our quota by voluntary enlistments, 
nnd that then will lollow an inexorable draft 
bearing in its train neilln r bounty nor honor.
